The question of impeaching Dennis 
lias been discussed in secret fo r some 
time, 
it is said tilings have gone 
from bad to worse and here lately 
Dennis has laid down on the job en­ 
tirely. 
The men who oppose Dennis, 
and there are many 
judging from 
opinions heard on the streets and 
public places, are disgusted with his 
conduct. 
They say he lias not acted 
with the dignity becoming a man in 
his position. 
It is claimed that his 
reform of a few years ago has gone 
to naught and that lie h in a worse 
condition than when he used to work 
at a local saloon. 
That the prosecutor of Rush coun­ 
ty should carry on a> he is alleged 
to. the l e a d « ' claim is a disgrace to 
tlie Democratic party and for this 
reason the house cleaning i> planned, 
it is stated that Dennis would never 
resign and in this case impeachment 
would be necc'.-ary.

Dr. Horace Reed, field lecturer for 
the World’s Purity Federation, closed 
a strenuous day here last night with 
a lecture at the Alethodist church in 
which he arraigned the prom oters of 
the “ white slave” traffic to severe 
criticism, and warned parents not to 
adhere to that false theory concern­ 
ing their children,, ignorance is inno- 
cense. 
lie pleaded for the banish­ 
ment of prudery and false modesty 
and urged that children be apprised 
of the sexual relation 
in early life. 
“Let them hear it from their friends ” 
he said, “and not 
from one 
who> 
places it before 
them in a wicked 
light.” 


Dr. Reed recalled an example of 
some homes of this age in which the 
father is a sp*brt and the mother 
a 
social butterfly. 
He said the 
boys 
and girls in this sort of home are al­ 
lowed to run at large and learn their 
own life lessons. 
He declared that 
tif home life decayed tin the next 
decade as it has in the 
last, there 
would be no way to estimate what the 
result would be. He said there is but 
one way to save the generation; 
in­ 
stitute a moral and Christian culture 
in every home and have the young 
people entertain 
their 
friends at 
home. 
He pleaded for a better gov­ 
ernment in thé home. 
Dr. Reed a s ­ 
serted the government used to be in 
the hands of the parents and th at it 
is now in the hands of the children. 
Dr. Reed declared the marvelous 
increase of wealth in the last q uarter 
of a century has created luxury and 
inflamed appetites, and that it teaches 
sordid selfishness and 
causes a n ­ 
archists, hypocrites and misers. 
He 
decried the fact that the public is 
argely amusement crazy and p re ­ 
dict ed that the time is nigh when it 
will bo impossible to hold a funeral 
withouf mixing fun in it. 
Dr. Reed 
said some men get drums; on whiskey 
and stay that way for weeks, but 
when a man gets money drunk lie is 
tight” 365 days in the year. 
JLe said the large city problem is 
one of »the worst of the age. Air. Reed 
deplored the fact that the country­ 
sides are being depleted and the cities 
crowded. 
He pointed out ignorance 
and vice abound in big cities and 
is 
the natural 
home for 
the “ white 
slave” traffic. 
He alluded to the 
large city misrule and said the only 
salvation of the age is 
revival of 
apostolic Christianity. 
He sounded 
about the only note of optimism du r­ 
ing his address when he said he had 
heard with satisfaction of the form a­ 
tion of Bible classes and the men’s 
movement, which would assist in the 
w arfare he is conducting. 


Dr. Reed dwelt for a time on the 
marriage and divorce problems, de­ 
claring there is one opplieation for 
divorce to every dozen applications 
fo r a mariage license. 
He ridiculed 
the persons who m arry for money 
and alluded to what he termed the 
“military” 
m arriage 
when 
father 
m arches his prospective son-in-law 
to the clerk’s office at the muzzle of 
a gun. 
He decried 
that 
criminals 
should not be allowed to m arry and 
raise a generation like themselves, 
and said the only solution w as strict­ 
er legislation. 
It was his opinion Ibi 
only cause fo r divorce should be a 
violation of the seventh command­ 
ment.

COOKING

t h e in n e r g r o w in g t i t - b i t s . 


By Martha McCullo ch Williams. 
Giv e instant alleg iance to paper bag 
co o kery , all y e who do te upo n inner 
g ro wing tit-bits. Liv ers, fo r ex ample, 
and hearts, brains, sweetbreads, kid­ 
ney s. 
There are liv ers and liv ers. Chicken 
liv ers are much in request. Take six , 
fresh and so und. 
Wash v ery clean in 
co ld water, drain well, salt v ery lig ht­ 
ly , but do no t pepper. 
Barely dust 
•with flo ur, then wrap each liv er in a 
v ery thin slice o f streaky baco n, skew­ 
er it o n with a to o thpick and clip o ff 
the sharp ends after skewering . 
Lay 
co mpactly but witho ut cro wding in a 
well-buttered bag , add a teaspo o nful 
o f water, a tablespo o nfui o f to mato 
catsup, o r fresh to mato es peeled and 
« sliced, o r else half a g ill o f sto ck, flav ­ 
o red with celery , seal and co o k twenty - 
fiv e minutes in a fairly ho t o v en. 
Gib let patties suit some palates. To 
make them, parb oil the gib lets, mash 
or mince fine, throwing out all strings 
or lumps, also shreds of onion and a 
very little celery , with, if y ou like, a 
grate of nutmeg or of lemon 
peel. 
Moisten with melted b utter or rich 
stock, cut five inch squares of good 
pirff paste, cover half each diagonally 
with the prepared liver, fold over the 
other half, pinch tight together and 
b ake in a well greased b ag fifteen min­ 
utes in a fairly hot oven. 
Parb oil a pound of calf’s liver. When 
tender, b ut not ragged, take up cool 
and cut in strips as thick as they are 
wide. 
W rap each strip in a slice of 
thin b acon, roll in flour, put in a b ag 
with a little b utter—the b ag must b e 
well greased—and cook for ten min­ 
utes in a hot oven. 
Baked lam b ’s heart is much ap­ 
proved b y those who like that sort of 
thing. Get three hearts, cut out the 
tops and soak at least two hours in 
cold slightly salted w ater to remove 
the b lood. Take out, rinse, drain well, 
stuff with b read crumb s or any stuf­ 
fing approved—even plain mashed po­ 
tatoes or b oiled rice will answer. Fast­ 
en the tops well over the stuffing. Lay 
in a well b uttered b ag and cook for 
fifty m inutes to an liour in a fairly 
hot oven. 
Beef heart can b e cooked the same 
way , b ut m ust 
soak 
longer—three 
hours at least. It m ust also cook long­ 
er, the tim e depending on the weight. 
Split and clean lamb kidney s, scald 
in lightly salted w ater very quickly , 
drop in cold water a m inute or two, 
then cut in q uarters. Take a spoonful 
of flour and season it well with salt, 
pepper and a very little grated nut­ 
meg. Roll the q uartered kidney s in it, 
then shake upcn each a single drop of 
tab asco. 
Get a fine skewer and have 
ready 
thin 
sliced 
streaky b acon. 
Thread one end of a slice on the 
skewer, then put on a piece of kidney , 
doub le the free end of the b acon over 
the pjint, and skewer it fast. 
Add 
another piece of kidney , fold the b a­ 
con again. 
W hen the slice gives out 
put on a fresh one. 
Leave the point 
of the skewer projecting alm ost an 
inch, then stick over the point a piece 
of white potato so that it w ill not tear 
the b ag. 
Fill as many skewers as 
needed, lay them points foremost, that 
is toward the mouth, in a well b ut­ 
tered b ag. Add a lump of b utter rolled 
in flour and a spoonful of tomato cat­ 
sup, or half a spoonful of W orcester 
sauce, and the same amount of water. 
Seal and cook in a hot oven fifteen 
to twenty -five minutes, denendine on 


ho w heav ily the Dag Is lo aueti. 
' 
Chicken liv ers, o r tho se o f squab, 
can be co o ked in the same manner, 
leav ing o ut the catsup and adding o nly 
the butter. Beef kidney , sliced rather 
thin, hig hly seaso ned, and co o ked be­ 
tween thin slices o f baco n fo r twelv e 
minutes In a ho t o v en, is a near ap­ 
pro ach t i g rilled kidney . 
Blanche 
sweetbreads by scalding 
them in a slig htly salted water 
then 
parbo il, and put between plates to 
press. 
Trim neatly , put in a v ery 
well g reased hag with a sauce o f 
butter, cream, sherry wine and sea­ 
so ning —o nly be careful to to uch lig ht­ 
ly with the the herbs—and co o k fo rty 
minutes to an ho ur in an ev en o v en 
o nly mo derately ho t. 
Brains o f any so rt must be scalded 
in bo iling salt water, peeled 
and 
dro pped in co ld water fo r at least ten 
minutes. 
Half an ho ur will no t hurt. 
The way s o f co o king them are many . 
Fo r scrambled brains, parbo il them 
until they just beg in to break, drain 
o ut, and mix with beaten eg g s, adding 
seaso ning to taste. 
Po ur into a well 
buttered bag with an ex tra lump o f 
butter at the bo tto m o f it, lay ano ther 
lump o n to p, seal and co o k in a ho t 
o v en twenty -fiv e to fifty minutes, ac­ 
co rding to the size o f the bag . 
The b. in-and-eg g mix ture can ba 
serv ed fo r breakfast o r a late supper 
o n to ast thus: Hav e ro unds o f crisp 
buttered to ast, co v er neatly with the 
mix ture, sprinkle with g rated 
Par­ 
mesan and do t with bits o f butter. 
Co o k inside a well g reased bag ten to 
twelv e minutes in a fairly ho t o v en. 
Serv e v ery ho t with ale 'find so ur 
pickles. 
Brains scalded and peeled 
can b e 
cooked with strips of b acon laid over 
them, adding a very little stock or 
milk and water. Season them to taste 
and cook in a fairly hot oven twenty - 
five to thirty -five minutes. Serve with 
b aaed apples or b aked sweet potatoes. 
The b rains are so rich that they cloy 
without something of that sort on the 
side.

Thousands of people had assemb led 
outside the parliam ent b uilding, and 
when the result of the vote was an­ 
nounced there was an outb urst of tu­ 
multuous cheering.

Giolitti, and when he faced the crowd 
from the b alcony he was greeted with 
frenzied cheers.

Their majesties, accom­ 
panied b y their children, appeared on 
the b alcony and b owed smilingly to 
the crowd, whereupon there was an 
other outb urst of frenzy .

like the demonstration has b een wit­ 
nessed in Rome since the declaration 
of Italian unity .

W ashington. Feb . 24.—The rem ark­ 
ab le spectacle of the Democratic and 
Repub lican sides of the house unitine: 
in steam rollering one lone Democrat 
was presented during the considera 
tlon of the omnib us pension b ill. Rep­ 
resentative Roddenb erry of Georgia 
made such a determined single-handed 
filib uster against the b ill that it was 
actually necessary for the rules com­ 
m ittee—Democratic 
and 
Repub lican 
memb ers acting in harmony —to get 
together ar.d report the most rem ark­ 
ab le gag that has b een produced in 
the house this session. 
When one of the three pension meas­ 
ure« carry ing the increases was finally 
put through after the adoption of the 
gag rule b y a vote of 161 to 47, Mr. 
Roddenb erry made I he charge that 
b oth Democratic and Repub lican mem­ 
b ers had voted on b oth sides of the 
question in order to estab lish the pres­ 
ence of a quorum.

Mr. Speaker,” y elled 
Mr. Roddenb erry , “I charge on my own 
responsib ility as a memb er of this 
house that some memb ers did vote 
two way s on this question in order to 
fake the presence of a quorum.” 
Representative Underwood, majority 
leader, thought the situation was get­ 
ting too lively and suggested adjourn 
ment. 
His motion was carried over 
Mr. Roddenb erry ’s protest.
